Congress has at last agreed upou a total 


r«peal of the franking privilege in all Us 
multifarious forms after the first day of July 
next. The work was accomplished Monday, 
and the proposition met with only a small 
negative vote of forty-eight. This negative 
vote says the New York Tribune corres- 
pondent, "came chiefly from members of 
little note, who undoubtedly set a high value 
oa tbe franking privilege, as nlmost the only 
means they have of keeping their constitu- 
ents from forgetting them." Under the bill 
as now passed, not ouly Congressmen, but 
the President, Cabinet Minister*, and de- 
partment officials of every grado, v''h"l, after 
July 1st, be obliged to put stamps on their 
letters like other people. In fact, Ibe entire 
franking abuse, which was witnessed in tbe 
worst form imaginable during the political 
campaign of last Fall, seems to have been 
completely rooted up. 
The text of the bill 


an passed is as follows : 


He U enacted, <i-o., That the franking 


privilege be, and tbe same la hereby abol- 
ished, from and after tho first of July A. 
D. 1878, and that thenceforth all official 
correspondence of whatever nature, and 
otlwr inailable matter, sent from or address- 
ed to an{; oflicer of the Government or per- 
son now authorized to frank such matter 
shall he chargeable with the same rates of 
postage 63 may be lawfully imposed upon 
like matter sent by or addressed to other 
persons. 


The efforts of Ihc Postmaster General 


h ave unquestionably done much to accom- 
plish the success of the bill. 
He has been 


indefatigable in bis labors to remedy what 
ho believed to be a crying evil, aud his re- 
llerated recommendations for the abolition 
of the franking abuse, backed up by statis- 
tics of its magnitude and cost, have greatly 
enlightened public opinion on tbe subject. 
It is a pily that the abolition of the frank 
could not have been secured two years'ago ;
